! ‘THE MILITARY CALLED OUT, 


The Straits Témes of the 2agth ult. says :— 
From private information to hand, we learn that 
a scrious riot has broken. out in Bangkok, 
amongst the Chinese populace, and that it has 


‘assumed such dimensions that all trade is sus- 


pended, ard the. ships are detained in the har- 
bour. The Siamese Consul bas received no 
advices'on the subject, but several of our leading. 
Chinese firms have received telegrams. while! 
included the bare statements that serious sioting 
prevailed, Whetber the quariel ‘has originated 
with the Kongsees, or not, we cannot say, but it 
would appear that the wholé town is suffering 
from the outbreak, and that the transanction of 
ordinary business is rendered impossible, 


The report that a scridus riot had broken out 


amongst ‘the Chinese populice of Bangkok is, 


now not only confirmed, says our Singapore 
contemporary of the rst-inst. but later and 
authentic accounts go to show that ‘the affair 
was of ‘more seribus proportions than was 


‘reported. From several persons who have just: 


left the seat of the, cutbreak, and should there- 
fore be cognizant of the facts, we learn that for 
a considerable time past the members of the 
different kongsecs, have been at loggerheads, 
and although petty eruptions have been fre- 
quent, matters “have never. actually reached o 
crisis until. the present ‘time, when the coolies 
broke out into open warfare, and by their obstre- 
perous manifestations towards each other, put all 
trade'to a standstill, and created serious incon- 
veniencestotheEuropeaninbabitants.

About 5 o'clock on 
the. following morming the occupants of about 
tgo cargo boats that ‘were lying by the site of 
the steamship Hecate, near Messrs, Windsor, 
Rose and Company’s wharf, ata given signal’ 
ose é% masse and clambered on the Hecate's 
decks. Each coolie was armed with some sort 
weapon, either spear, trident, sword or firearlf 
and their peremptory storming of the Hecate, te, 
the no small consternation of the captain and. 
officers, was with the object of annihilating their. 
opponents whom thcy thought were working on 
‘board. On being informed to the contrary, they 
Ieft forthe shore, and getting behind their forti- 
fications on the main road, opencd the attack 


upon No, 2 socicty witha volley from the fire- 


arms, and a shower of stones and other missiles. 
Several times during the day the belligerents, 
numbering altogether about five thousand, came’ 
to close quarters, when the spears and tridents 
-were lised with terrible effect, numbers being: 
killed -on the spot, while the-many ‘wounded 
managed,to escape and. get their injuries attended 
to. The coolies fought mpre like demons than 
human beings, they were all more ar less under 
the influence. of drink, their barbarity being 
simply hideous to behold. Suveral limes duing 
the conflict, after felling a victim, three or 
four coolics would dig their spears and -tri- 
dents ‘into the wounded man, and while life’s 
blood was still running, they held the body aloft 
on-their spear points, demoniacally grinning the 
while showing the fearful lot that might befall 
‘others who fell into theirclutches. This occurred 
on one or two occasions, and goes to prove the 
excited state of mind in which the combatants 
were. . Although these fearful crimes were being 
cominitted, it must be said that the conflict was 
confined to the members of the two socicties. 
Several Europeans were in the vicinity, but at 
“present we have heard of no assault upon any 
‘one, The battle continued al! that day. During 
the evenipg it got wind that the coolics intended 
firing Messrs. Windsor, Rose & Co.'s mill., The 
manager's call for assi-tance brought forward 
the Chief Engincer of the Hecate, ad some of 
the Enpineers and' Officers from the two Red 


| Funael boats lying in the harbour, so that alto- 


gether a team of thirteen Europeans mustered 
at the mill, while seven guarded the godown. 
Those who had" not firearms of their own, 
were provided with thim by the Enginecr o 

the mill. The Hecate was lying alongside the 
wharf near the mill where the. fighting was 
going on, and the Captain and Officers were 
rather alarmed lest the mob should rush. and 
attempt to set fire to the’ ship. Steam wa’ got 
upin the boilers, a hose was attached to the 
pump, a strict watch kept, and every precaution 
was taken in case of emergency. The coolics 
made one or two attempts to get at the mill. 
Once they sent a bundle of burning substance 
dangerously close, but the stuff was soon cxtin- 
guished, The Europeans did not: know one, 
society man from another, so they keptcall at 
-bay, refusing to allow a single Chinaman to pass 
the premises. One individual made\ a single-- 
handed attempt to get into'the mill, ut half an 
inch of cold ate ‘t into the muscle’ of: his right 
arm had the desired effect of making him clear. 
Barring these little items, there were not any 
efforts to fire the mill, so the next morning the 
arms were delivered up, and the little band of 
defenders repaired totheir respective ships, About 
go'clock that morning, while the coolics were 
fighting as viciously ascver, about fifty mounted 
cavalry men and nearly one thousand foot soldiers. 
came uponthe scene. After being drawn up,. 
the order to “ charge” was given to the cavalry. 
In the ‘rush to get away, about filteen men 
were unhorsed, but those who’ stuck on, with 
their long swords created a sheol among the 
belligerents, and in less than three minutes from 
the time the order to charge was given, nota 
single Chinaman could be seen. The troops 
were then drawn up in line.along , he road in. 
such away ag to surround the. entire buildings, 
‘and: so as td prevent the escape of the coolics. 
Several attempted to break’ through the ranks, 
but failing to stop when called upon'to do so, 
they were bayonetted, without mercy. In the 
meantime a large number of steam launches 
were patrolling the river, 80 that every possible 
chance of-escape was shut off to the, coolics.

“be daunted. by this, the soldiers, still carrying 
thelr guns, jumped overboa: uickly over- 
hauled thein.chase, when the Coolles had either to 
return or be bayonetted to death. Not a few chose 
the latter, probably thinking itthe better ex- 
pedient than the later tribunal: After thiachase 
the Captain of the Hecate allowed his vessel to
